Bir, —Tho note you published conosrning Port 
Lasareff in the middle of July, and your lead- 
ing artio!s on the same subject, hava baen perns- 
odin the far East with the: attention ‘that the 
mattor desarvas. Having only recently visited 
tho ports of Korea, Vindivostack, and also hav- 
ing had the priviloge of visiting Port Hamilton, 
perhaps you will parmit me to make a few ro.

Ifyour readers willfor a moment glance at 
the map thoy will obsorve that Port Lazareff is 
at the northern dnd of Broughton Bay, aud to 
tha north of the Treaty Port of Gonsan (Ynou- 
san in Chinese and Wo6nsan in Korean), 2 port 
whioh was opened firstto Japancse trade ti Mav; | 
1880, and subsequently to other uations in 1883. 
A foreign customs station was opsned in 
November of the latter year.’

THE LOSS OF LIFE ON THE 
” STEAMER “ NORMANTON" 


Weatatedin eparagraph on tho24th Novy. that 
the Japanese Govornmenthad broughta charge of 
manslanghtor against Captain Drake, mastar of 
the steamer Normanton, whiolt foundered on the 
night of tha 24th Ootober in consequence of 
having struck upon s rock off tho sast of 
Ooshims. “A number of Japanose - passongors 
wore left to perish on the vessel, and it's in re- 
spect of this that thé charge of manslaughter 
has been brought, Tho Naval Court of Inquiry 
fonnd “ that the master, offloors, and othors of 
the European oroty did all in their power to save 
tho lives of tho.passongers, who refused to quit 
the yeasel, and of tho Lascar firemen) who'sp- 
pear'to hava become deméralized, and some of 
them perished.” This finding has not beon.on- 
doraed by publia opinion in Japan, ond we should 
imagine Captain Drake will be gind ‘to:-have the 
‘opportanity of clearing himself in a court of law 
of the reflections which have bsen casi on his 
humanity and courage. Below we give extracts 
from tho Japan papers ehowiog the natnro of the 
charga made against him.

The Niigata-marx, Captain Drum- 
mond, loft Hakodate at 4 a.m. on the date of the 
Plainmejler’s departure from Otaru, and reports 
having moet with light north and easterly winds 
with smooth sea thé firet part of the voyage, 
aad strong uorth-easterly winds and high seas 
before arrival at Yokohama on the 11th instant, 
Tho Nagato-marn, Captsin Young, left Hako- 
date on the 12th instant at.6 a.m. and ex- 
perienced' strong EH. N. HE. winds and a heavy 
aa in “the straits; afterwards 8 frosh N.E. 
gale, aocompaniod by a henvy beam ses, to 
Oginchams, wherg cho arrived on the 18th, She 
left again on the samo.day at Il p.m. and encoun- 
tered a frovh N.N.W. wind with bonm ssa.
